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Story of Parcel Post Amazing 


According to an article by Thomas Quinn Beesley, parce] 
post is the greatest extension of postal facilities in postal his- 
tory of the world. Says he: 

“Founding Fathers of this government, 150 years ago, had 
a remarkable vision of the future when they adopted a Reso- 
Jution in the Continental Congress authorizing the Postmaster 
General to ‘fix such rates per pound weight as he may judge 
will be most likely to induce persons to send such packets by 
post.’ By 1910, modern life had developed a demand for a 
universal, low-rate postal serviee which made inevitable the 
enactment by Congress in 1912 of the law establishing our 
modern parcel post.’’ 

And, Mr. Beesly points out, from the day it started in 1913 
parcel post has won increasing public favor. The former postal 
system of the United States—of 1789—with only 25 post of- 


fices, less than 100 employes and receipts not quite $25,000, had 


grown to be the largest single business in the entire world.| Poiove Delightful 


29 vears since 1913 parcel post has jumped to sec- 


ond place in the postal revenues of the United States. In the 
number of pieces of mail handled parcel post exceeds the total 
mail of all classes of some foreign countries—ample proof of 
the service it renders and of the publie’s growing demand for 
the service. 


Parcel post has opened many new avenues of commerce for 
rural communities, towns and cities. And in spite of the fact | 
that parcel post is only 25 years old, no other new development 
in postal service has had the dynamic effect of parcel post upon 
the economic and industrial life of the nation in the past 100 
years. Return receipts, insurance and special delivery add to 
the attractiveness of the service. 

Historically, our mails were first opened to merchandise in 
Lincoln’s time—-for ‘‘seeds, bulbs, slips and euttings.’’ How- 
ever, it was Postmaster General Frank H. Hiteheoek who in- 
augurated the modern service and John Wanamaker, famous 
merchant and former Postmaster General—1889-93—mailed the 
first package at Philadelphia—some souvenir spoons that went 
to President Taft. When C. 0. D. and insurance were added 
to the service they proved so instantly popular they were soon 
extended to other classes of mail. Later, another act was pass- 
ed creating the office of Director of Parcel Post, whose duty 


it is to make an ‘‘active, continuous and aggressive’’ effort to 
increase the volume and also increase the service to the public. 

The development of parcel post is in line with the develop- 
ment demanded in a country whose progress _ is outstanding | 
among the nations of the world. 


When John E. King, publisher of the Hemet News, passed 
away in a San Bernardino hospital Saturday, the career of one 
of California’s best loved and best weekly newspaper men end- 
ed. He was 68 years old—and began his newspaper career 57 
years ago as a printer’s ‘‘devil.’’ He has been publisher of the 
Hemet News for 26 years and under his capable guidance it 
became known as California’s best weekly newspaper. Prev- 
ious to coming to California Mr. King published papers in Iowa 
and Minnesota and held a number of public positions. He 
also served the federal government in Minnesota and Cali- 
fornia in a capable manner. He served as state printer in this 
state under Governor Richardson and was also a past presi- 
dent of the California Newspaper Publishers Assn. and past 
vice-president of the National Editorial Assn. Mr. King was 
a member of the electoral college that cast the ballot for elec- 
tion of President Franklin Roosevelt and was a friend and ad- 
visor of national and state officials. But with all these de- 
served honors John King was best loved by his fellow publish- 
ers of the state for his lovable and friendly disposition—and 
the bright twinkle that kindled his kindly eyes will help to keep 
alive for many years the love the newspaper fraternity held 
for him.
